After the hearing, the 
Board of Trustees will make 
a decision on whether or 
not to approve tiic petition. 
If approved, the . Channel 
Lake Grade School will im- 
mediately become part of 
the Autiech school system.

in blocking this and other 



usurpations of power. 

Sen Coulson has earned a 
rcputationLas__a__!Qgis]atlye 
quipstcr, as an orator, and 
as a creator of unlikely-to- 
pass legislation, but there arc 
times when we would like to 
see him at the barricade iff 
Springfield fighting a little 
harder in a practical, effec- 
tive way to stem the Ills of 
which lie writes and com* 
ments. 

It isn't enough to tell the 
people something bad is tak- 
ing place in our government. 
An elected representative 
must throw himself at the 
wheels of the enemy's gun 
carriages on occasion and he 
must be willing and ready to 
become a part of the fight 
and not be content to sit by 
as an observer or aloof cor- 
respondent com menting 
from ringside, but never real- 
ly becoming a part of the 
action he is describing.

can to combat it. 

Help Is Expanding 
Help for those -grief- and 
guilt-stricken parents Is being 
provided by March of Dimes 
chapters on a growing scale in 
several sections of the country, 
''Actually, most of these 
parents aren't in need of medi- 
cal treatment, but they are in 
need of some psychiatric help 
and the opportunity to talk 
over their problems with others 
similarly afflicted," according 
to Dr. Virginia Apgar, director 
of the division of congenital 
malformations of The National 
Foundation-March of Dimes.

Volunteers Well-informed " ' 
: Up to 75 parents attend the 
monthly gatherings, of the 
Child Development Center

Organization of the larg- 
est power pooling network 
in the U. S. has been an- 
nounced by a group of elec- 
tric companies operating in 
an area embracing much of 
the mid western part of- the 
country and extending cast 
as~rar~as~Vlrglnio. '■ — 

The group has set up a 
formal regional organization 
called the Mid-America Inter- 
pool Network. (MAIN). 

The electric systems In- 
volved Include American 
Electric Power Corporation, 
Commonwealth Edison Com- 
pany, the Illinois-Missouri 
Pool, the Indiana Power Pool 
and the Wisconsin Planning 
Group. 

The members of MAIN, 
which for more than a year 
have cooperated on an infor- 
mal basis, will plan and co- 
ordinate the power supplies 
Tor their -service areas under 
the new arrangement. These 
systems use 345,000-voIt 
transmission lines and other 
high voltage facilities for ex- 
tensive interchange of elec- 
tricity. 

The program involves op- 
erations in 10 states — Illinois, 
Indiana, Kentucky, Ohio, 
southern Michigan. Missouri. 
Tennessee, Virginia, West 
Virginia and Wisconsin. More 
than 7,500,000 customers are 
served in this region. Utili- 
ties interconnected with 
MAIN members include pub- 
lic as well as investor-owned 
systems. 

Members of the group es- 
timate the construction pro- 
grams for generating, and 
transmission facilities in the 
network's area between now 
and 1980 will total more than 
seven billion dollars. 

MAIN was organized at a 
recent meeting in Chicago at-

He said It Is expected that 
MAPP— (MtdH:ontinent— Area 
Power Planners), a large re- 
gional pooling group operat- 
ing In the states immediately 
west of the MAIN area and 
in the Province of Manitoba, 
Canada,' will be represented 
in MAIN. Inclusion ' of a 
MAPP representative in 
MAIN would provide inter- 
regional coordination and 
assure continuity of planning 
for the. large EH V grid which 
will cover both areas. 

Another group of compan- 
ies serving portions of Mis- 
souri and Kansas, constitut- 
ing the MOKAN power pool, 
is planning a 345 kv Inter- 
connection with the Illinois-

fits to be derived from 
MAIN."

"This principle has been 
demonstrated by three MAIN 
members — American Electric 
Power, Commonwealth Edi- 
son and Wis. Electric Power 
Company — who havO been 
able through Interchange of 
power to delay, for signifi- 
cant periods during the last 
few years, generating station 
construction expenditures of 
approximately $100,000,000 



through ' coordinated plan- 
ning. 

- "In the light of these bene- 
fits gained through an in- 
formal association, tho mem- 
ber companies foresee even 
greater savings in the future 
from formalizing our joint 
planning operations. These 
savings in turn will mean 
lower prices for customers."'

an open Ice-fishing season on 
Northern Plko. v \ 

During the discussion, it 
was; brought out that. a com- 
prehensive survey of fish' 
species In tho Chain O* Lakes 
showed the numbers of Nor* 
thorn Pike In the water were 
increasing. 

Reason for the members' 
decision, 7 according to Harry 
It. Stern, was to keep the bal- 
ance, of various fish species. 
The survey shows -predators, 
such as the striper and pike, 
increasing in lakes In this 
area, while -the numbers of 
panilsh, such as bluegllls, 
sunfish and black bass -are 
'decreasing. •" 

Pike feed op minnows.. If 
the panfish population is de- 
pleted too much, say the 
sportsmen, the pike and 
other predators will go hun- 
gry. The artificial Imbalance 
created by closed seasons on 
certain species of fish and 
animals can often defeat its 
own end, according to some 
conservationists. Too heavy 
a population of any species 
results In starvation and dis- 
ease among the protected 
animals or fish. 

Secondly, say the conserva- 
tionists, a' certain percentage 
of any crop should be har- 
vested, or it goes to waste. 

Those opposed to the open 
ice-fishing season on North- 
ern Pike argue that fish 
caught through the ice are 
close to the spring spawning 
season. This destroys a po- 
tential of many Pike. 

Club members say they 
will discuss the possibility 
of the ice-fishing season on 
Pike with various conserva- 
tion officials and petitions 
will be circulated.

Urge Hunters To 
Thin Out Cottontails 

The opening of tho 1064 
rabbit hunting season on 
Tuesday, Nov. 24, prompts 
the suggestion from state bi- 
ologists that Illinois sports- 
men pay more attention to 
the cottontail. Biologists 
find evidence that in many 
areas cottontail rabbits aro 
under harvested every year, 
despite long hunting seasons,

The survey allows predators, 
such as the striper atm\ pike, 
increasing in lakes in this 
area, while the numbers of 
panfish, such as bluegllls, 
sunfish and black bass are 
decreasing. % 

Pike, feed op minnows. If 
the punfish population Is de- 
pleted too much, say the 
sportsmen, the pike and 
other predators will go hun- 
gry. The artificial imbalance 
created by closed seasons on
